“ The Bighest amount the court ever 
awarded in a similar case in this state, 
to my knowledge,” said Prosecutor Je!l- 
lison yesterday, “ was $500. That was 
considered very high.” 

In tracing the history of cases of 
this sort in Indiana Mr. Jellison re- 
called that in the early days the jus. 
tices of the peace, who fixed the fines, 
frequently lived in the country. 

‘‘ And when a farmer lad. wronged a 
girl in the community,” said Mr. Jelli- 
son, ‘“‘the justice of the peace thought 
the hardest thing he could make the 
boy do was to sell one of his horses 
to pay the fine—that was in the days 
when horses were beginning to take 
the place of oxen.

Death of a Bulliner. 


He describes the death of George 
Bulliner, father of John, a typical ven- 
detta crime, as follows: 

“On the morning of Dec. 12, 1873, 
George Bulliner started to Carbon- 
dale on horseback. The sun was stand- 
ing against the murky haze of the east, 
red and sullen, like a great drop of 
blood. The pearly, vapor like sajls 
dotted the sky, and covered the more 
delicate sculptured clouds with their 
alabaster sides. The great oak trees 
lifted their parapets to the morning 
skies and spangled the earth with shad- 
ows. The voiceless wind swept with 
sublime resignaton lawless through the 
leafless woods and a melancholy breeze 
stirred the dead ferns and drooping 
rushes. 

“A “cold scented 
followed the tracks of Bulliner re- 
morselessly. This morning two of 
them, with stealthy movement, took 
their position near the Jackson county 
line in an old tree top, on the 
ground. There, planted on the spot, 
their ears drank in every sound that 
broke the air, mouth half open, ears, 
eyes, soul, all directed up the road to 
catch, if possible, each passing object. 
They thought they could tell the thud 
of Bulliner’s horses’ feet from all 
others. They lay. down on their 
breasts and fixed their geyes on the 
road winding down the valley. They 
stuck up brush to shield them from 
observation, like an Indian watching 
for his victim, alertly awake to every 
noise. 


Slaying Never Punished. 


“Bulliner came riding along and 
one of the assassins fired at him. Only 
two or three of the balls took effect 
in his hip and leg, but his horse 

eeled and threw hig back to his 
assassins, who fired on him again, 
and forty-four buckshot took effect in 
his back and he fell to the earth. 

“The assagsins then escaped. Bul- 
liner was soon found and carried to 
the nearest house and his sons noti- 
fied, but after desperate riding John 
reached the place only in time to hear 
his father say, ‘Turn me over and 
It me die.’”’

Mr. Brundage said he is firm in his 
decision of not admitting to bail any 
man charged with murder. All applica- 
tions for bail in capital cases must be 
thrashed out in Judge Blackwell's 
court, he said. 

“The zeal to get at the truth and 
fearlessly act displayed by the soniolla 
grand jury in the case is well worthy 
of praise,’’ said Mr. Brundage.

POOLE REVEALS 
TRICKS TO BOOST 
PRICES OF FRUIT 


Juggling by Brokers Is 


Given as Factor. 
Russell J. Poole, the city’s high cost 
of living expert, after his experience 


of the last two weeks selling fruit at 
the Municipal pier, yesterday explained 
why prices of Michigan fruit remain 
at top figures, while the fryst is rotting 
on the ground and that on the trees 
goes unpicked. He gave four reasons: 

1. Speculation by brokers. 

2. Improper packing by farmers. 

3. The package trust. 

4. High freight rates. 

After remarking on the passing of 
the “‘ honest farmer” who umwittingly 
sold his crops for what he could get, 
and after absolving local retailers for 
high prices, Poole stated the principal 
cause of inflated prices is manipulation 
by brokers. 


Hew They Work It. 


Brokers, according to Poole, hase 
representatives in Michigan and are 
advised of conditions. They buy large 
consignments of fruit picked green, 
of good quality, and hold it for a day 
or two. The next day the farmer 
brings to the broker’s agent another 
lot of fruit which he refuses to handle 
with the excuse that there is no de- 
mand. The farmer lowers his price. 
This is the method used to regulate 
prices to farmers, who get “gyped” 
along with the public. 

“Ringtail” packing by farmers, ac-

cording to Poole, is responsible for 
great waste of fruit. Placing inferior 
apples in bottoms of baskets—grades 
known as “orchard run” and “ wind- 
falls”—-the farmer completes packing 
the baskets with selected fruit, neat- 
ly placed in rings on top. This is 
known as “ringtailing.” The specu- 
lator and commission man know what's 
on the bottom, but the basket is sold 
to the retailer as A No. 1 fruit. One 
third of the contents goes into the 
garbage can, Poole stated. 


High Price-of Baskets. 


One combination of package makers 
controls the price of this article to the 
growers, Poole charges. The farmer is 
compelled to pay from 23 to 25 cents 
for a bushel basket and 6 cents for a 
grape basket. Poole claims this is en- 
tirely unwarranted. 

High freight rates are responsible 
for consumers having to dig deeper 
into their pockets. Poole cited one in- 
stance of a car of apples spotted at 
Maywood. When there was no great 
demand there for the fruit, the car 
was moved to Grand avenue and Cicero 
streets, and the switching bill was $70. 
The freight on a bushel of apples from 
Michigan to Chicago is given at 20 
cents. With the cost of the basket, 25 
cents; freight,’'20 cents; cartage and 
commission, 13 cents, and icing of the 
car, 10 cents per bushel—a total of 68 
cents, the fasmer must sell at near $1 
a bushel if he is to be paid ‘for his 
labor and investment. F 

Poole was informed yesterday that 
street car conductors were refusing to 
allow persons carrying baskets of 
fruit to board cars at the pier. Surface 
lines officials denied that any such 
order had been issued. 

Mr. Poole announced his intention 
of continuing smales at the pier.

TO CUT COAL PRICES. 


While congress ia debating regulation of the 
coal industry, while the country is adjusting itself 
to the balancing of the hundreds of millions of 
Gdliars cost of the recent strike, and while con- 
sumers are still vainly protesting the advance in 
prices, little attention is being paid to the most 
Obvious lesson taught by the national hold-up 
Staged by operators and miners. That lesson, 
which costs $100,000,000 in Illinois alone, may be 
summarized as the revelation of our need of 
diternative beating and power resources to relieve 
the country of its present abject dependence upon 
coal. , 

Not until we develop such alternative resources 
can we speak effectively to the coal men. When* 
we do develop the alternative heating and power 
résources we will be largely independent of such 
old-ups as the recent five months strike made 
possible, and will not only conserve coal but will 
put it on a competitive basis which will insure 
reasonable prices. The alternative is available in 
potential water power resources.

off the requirements of the industrial centers ad- 
jacent in the United States and an equal amount 
off the requirements of Canada. That in turn 
ould release extensive railroad equipment now 
to transport that coal, and would save large 
quantities of coal used in such transportation.

FARMER AND WAGE 
EARNER. 


In Iowa and Wisconsin both farmers and labor 
leaders in recent primaries have been won to the 
support of successful candidates. Radical labor 
leaders for many years have tried to make a per- 
manent alliance of these powerful factors by piay- 
ing down the land nationalization doctrines of 


socialism while appealing to the producer’s natural 


distrust for all middle agencies, banks, railways, 


merchants, etc. 
But while discontent is a powerful force it is 


earner will often unite to support a candidate who 
voices their discontent, but @ permanent alliance 
requires a community or at least a compatibility of 


:; essential interests. Farmers and wage earners 


have, or, rather, think they have, a common fee 
in the middle men and in organized capital. In 
the past the pet enemy of the farmers has been 
the railroads, Organized labor has preferred Wall 
street or the trusts in that réle, and the farmers 
have been able to agree on this choice. Undoubt- 
edly there is here a community of hostility and 
under its influence legislators may be and are 
chosen. 


But having combined for war upon a common 
enemy, Wage earner and farmer begin to discover 
that they have interests in common with the 
imagined enemy and objects incompatible with 
the interests of their allies. Just as victory in 
Europe was followed by the appearance of con- 
flicting interests among the allies who had com- 
bined for victory, so the wage earner and the 
farmer find themselves opposed on serious issues 
and combining with their supposed opponénts 
against each other. The farmer wants high prices 
for his products and low prices for what he buys. 
The wage earner wants low prices for what he 
buys from the farmer and high wages for his labor, 
which means high prices for what the farmer buys. 
Here is an opposition of interest which tends to 
throw labor with the manufacturer or merchant 
or transportation interest against the farmer in 
some matters, and the farmer with the employer 
against labor in other matters. The conflict is real 
and important and cannot be bridged by rhetorical 
attacks upon Wall street or the trusts. 


There is a conflict of interests among all these 
activities. It is a real conflict, but by no means 
a fatal one. It is, in fact, relatively superficial and 
not without its advantages as a stimulant to intel- 
ligence and activity, What we all ought to think 
of more than we do is that beneath this clash of 
interests is the mother rock of common interests. 
Radicalism preaches an irrepressible and destruc- 
tive class war. It holds that the wage earner must 
exterminate or conquer and subdue all other 
classes, including the farmers. The results of 
that doctrine have been demonstrated in the 
ghastly fiasco of soviet Russia. The American 
hope is brighter. A better way is founded not on 
a doctrine of war but on the doctrine of a funda- 
mental community of easential interests among all 
classes. These essential interests we do not always 
recognize, but they are there, and our task is to 
keep them in mind and for their sake to practice 
moderation in the pursuit of our special interests 
and individual profits. 


It is true that organized money and management 
have not practiced moderation. It is also true 
that organized farmers and wage earners have not 
practiced moderation. They have all belabored 
one another under the influence of selfishness 
or fear or resentment. That is human, but it is 
also human to learn by experience and to do better. 
There is more sense of responsibility in organized 
capital than ever in the past. There is more inte!- 
ligence in labor leadership and in agricultural 
organization. 

We have not yet reached the point at which our 
intelligence and good feeling are able to prevent 
conflict and selfish exploitation of others. But we 
are on our way there and it is not irrational to 
believe that we are steadily gaining higher ground 
or to hope that eventually all economic interests 
will be directed and moderated by a clear per- 
ception of our common welfare. For it is true 
that no class can continually prosper through the 
oppression and impoverishment of other classes. 
The most important and inexorable of economic 
laws is a moral law. It is, in fact, the golden 
rule. Any success purchased at its expense is 
illusory and without permanence. 


There are many evils in American life because 
we have not yet seized this fact. But they are 
disappearing because the common sense of good 
will, the moral character of our people and the 
moral atmosphere of our country are working 
with our economic intelligence toward a common 
end. We have a right to hope that poverty and 
inordinate power are going to be abolished, not 
by force or by legislative patent medicines, but 
by our common intelligence. 


DESTROYING KNOWLEDGE. 

Reports from Russian sources indicate that the 
Communist method of disposing of dissent by whole- 
sale murder is still in favor with the powers that 
be in Red Russia. The cheka was abolished some 
time ago, but the institution survives under another 
name. The famine and the concessions forced upon 
the seviet government by the breakdown of its ex- 
periments probably have brought about some re- 
vival of protest, and the answer of the Communist 
government is, of course, more executions, They 
are mostly of intellectuals, of which apparently a 
few have survived. But they must be few indeed. 


In fact, the worst crime in the long indictment 
against Communist cruelty and folly is the destruc- 
tion of the educated. Communism has cherished 
the strange purpose of benefiting the masses of 
Rugsia by destroying the classes which are neces- 
sary to progress. The perversity of this notion is 
af the greater in Russia because it was the in- 
tellectuais who led the struggle for freedom and 
made the revolution possible. Yet in spite of this 
service they were the first to be mercilessly slaugh- 
tered by the bigots who rose to power in the chacs 
following the fall of the czar. 
| The civilised, normal mind must marvel at a 
philosophy which expects to raise ignorance by 
destroying knowledge. If Lenin and his associates 
could have realized their dreams of universal 
ion, the world would have passed 
into midnight darkness. Humanity would have 


ence; in short, the hard earned foundation upon, 
‘which our hopes of better living are founded. — 
No. greater folly has sprung from the- twisted 
mentality of perverse human beings since the 
world began. Yet thére is a Communist party in 
‘America and so-called intellectuals among its 
leaders.

NATIONAL MEMORIES AND

Since the end of hostilities what enthusiasm the | 
American people felt for the war has rapidly dirmin- 
ished. That is a human reaction from an effort of 
gigantic intensity. But some of its effects should 
be avoided. We are paying, and for many years 
shall pay, for our part in the war, but though we 
have gained nothing material from it, we have 
spiritual gains which we ought not to lose. The 
greatest resqgurce a nation has is its morale and 
among the chief factors of a nation’s morale is its 
memories. All the great peoples cherish their 
past and draw upon it for comfort in dark hours 
and for courage and hope in trial and achievement. 


The war, whatever it cost us, brought us a re- 
newed sense of nationality, of common ties and 
interests. Under the flag men of widely different 
race and tradition drew together as comrades and 
brothers in Americanism. Together they marched 
and fought, together they fell or turned home 
again, to the home which is united America. To- 
gether today they and their fellow countrymen 
cherish the memories of battle and victory as a 


rich possession. 

And these memories should be commemorated 
for the generations to come in durable monuments. 
We think one of the best forms of commemoration 
is the namming of natural features for great events. 
A public grove or forest might be named Belleau 
Wood or Argonne Wood; a hill or ridge Chipilly, 
or bridges and roads should be given commemora- 
tive names. 

The Legion might suggest and encourage this 
practice in al] the states. Patriotic societies should 
do the same. The more we perpetuate our noble 
memories of sacrifice, devotion, valor, and endur- 
ance,’ the more we enrich the soil from which 
national character springs, the more we strengthen 
the fiber of our race and make its future secure.

Now it is alleged that he is a communist 
and an agent of the soviets. But as it is, they have 
no evidence of any guilt of his; yet a mere rumor, and 
perhaps a rumor purposely created, was deemed suffi- 
clent to make a raid on his office on a Sunday. when 
nobody was in. Afterwards it was admitted that 
“nothing of importance was found.” 

This is indeed crushing personal liberty, as well as 
violating certain laws of this country, and apparently 
there is ne opposition from the citizens; on the con- 
trary, the entire Chicago press writes about the matter 
with relish, not any of those papers protesting against 
such illegality. The unlawful search on the part of the 
state's attorney is as much a violation of the statutes 
as anything committed by a private citizen. What is 
needed is greater alertness on the part of all citizens 
if Americans are to be saved from the fate of being 
terrorized by their own servants.

Kidnaped on Way to School. 

Following domestic difficulties with 
Carl C. Modeweg, the younger Mrs. 
Modeweg returned to the home of her 
parents a year ago, taking their son 
with her, 

Learning that his wife was about to 
institute divorce proceedings against 
him, Modeweg is said to have lain in 


wait for the boy on his way to a nearby |: 


school last Thursday morning. When 
the child failed to appear at school 
inquiry was made by the teacher, and 
the matter was placed in hands of 
police, 


Thursday evening Modeweg called 
his wife on the telephone, saying, “I 
didn’t want you to think Carl was 
dead. I, have him, but you will never 
see him’ again. We are leaving for 
Denmark Tuesday.” 

Investigation disclosed that the boy 
was then with Modeweg’s mother and a 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
was filed by the mother. 

Haste to Sail Upset. 

“I don't know where little Carl is,” 
said the grandmother, testifying yes- 
terday before Judge David. “‘My son 
took him to #ox lake or somewhere. 
I am in a hurry, as I am going to sail 
for Denmark on Tuesday.” 

“O, no, you're not,” said Judge 
David, “the boat may sail, but you 
won't. You are going to stay here in 
jail unless you produce that boy or 
furnish $5,000 bonds.”

_ American engineers will attempt to 
solve the problem of Muscle Shoals by 
virtue of a resolution adopted at the 
closing session of the executive board 
of the American engineering council. 

The order, reflecting the views of 
the Federated American Engineering 
Societies, authorizes the appointment 
of a committee of leading engineers 
to study thoroughly every phase of 
the Muscle Shoals situation in order 
to dear away a “hopeless muddle” 
which might lead to grave national dis- 
advantage.

There is a strong temptation for the 
dealer with such a hand as north to 
start with a preémptive spade bid, say 
three or four, but two odd only could 
be made with spades as trumps, and 
the only successful bid in the com- 
bined hands was clubs. It was hard 
for north to abandon the strong spade 
suit with the splendid honor count and 
come down to the lowly bid of clubs, 
but it was the only intelligent thing 
to do. 


Players who follow the rules for two- 


suit hands rigidly will be amazed at 
the unvarying’ success of their bids on 
such hands. When your partner takes 
you out of a no trump declaration 
there are very few hands which jus 
tify the dealer in going back to two 
no trumps. . The holding of, the hun- 
dred aces should not be considered at 
all. Here is a deal from the north 
shore during the last week.

For years chemists have been work- 
ing t} produce an agent which would 
give gasoline more power and greater 
effectiveness. Fuel dopes have been 
placed on the market, seme of them 
honest attempts to scelve a great prob- 
lem and others simply fakes. For this 
reason fuel dope has rather fallen into 
disrepute and ordinary motorists have 
about come to the conclusion that all 
products of this nature were merely 
eatchpenny farces without practical 


value.

The new fuel dope, bearing the stamp 


of approval of General Motors, is de- 


signed primarily to stop engine knock- 
ing and an exhaustive series of tests 
by the engineering talent of the country 
proved that it did stop engine knocking, 
except, of the mechanical variety. By 
that is meant that it will stop a carbon 
knock, no matter how pronounced, but 
it will not stop a knock caused by a 
worn connecting rod or by a broken 
valve. 

This new agent also has the happy 
faculty of les 
carbon, though it will not remove car- 
bon deposits that have already formed.

SRONOMY problems are still | 

among the most imhportant with | 

Illinois farmers. While they have | 

fussed a great deal about the | 
<nsatisfactory prices they have been | 
receiving for their grain and the necep | 
eity for improving the marketing sys- i 
tem, increasing yields and pT Orns | 
varieties become of paramount im- 
portance every fall at wheat sowing 
time. As thousands of acres of wheat | 
land have been turned over during the | 
last few weeks from one end of the | 
prairie state to the other the question 
of the best variety for southern, cen- | 
tral, and northern Illincis again comes 
up for discussion. 

Arguments have been settled and 
many questions answered as a result 
of the variety tests of wheat that 
have been conducted by the Illinois | 
agricultural experiment station in| 
various sections of the state. These, 
experiments indicate that hard, red, | 
bearded varieties of wheat are best | 
adapted to the northern and central | 
sections of the state and the goft wat) 
semi-hard varieties to the southern sec- 
tion, according to R. W. Stark, crop 
production specialist at the univ ersity. 


Hardy Northern Leads, 


Growing wheat five years on land 
near De Kalb, in De Kalb county, 
showed that the highest average yields | 
were made by Hardy Northern, Red 
Russian, Minnesota Reliable, Wiscon- 
sin No. 18, World's Champion and Tur- 
key Red. These varieties rank in yield 
in the order named. 

Red Cross is one of the best known 
as well as jone of the highest yielding 
amooth varieties for the northern sec- 
tion, says Mr. Stark. The Red Cross 
averaged 27.4 bushels an acre, two 
bushels less than therlowest yielding 
bearded wheat.

Strike Forees Big 


Crops Into Market 


Truck growers are suffc-ang serious 
losses as a result of the transportation 
situation. Products are being rushed 


to*the markets in unusually large quan- 
tities. There is an exceptionally big 
crop of vegetables and fruits through- 
out the country. This, coupled with 
the delay in transportation, is bringing 
many carloads of vegetables and fruit 
to the markets in a more or less stale 
and decayed condition. 

Growers are forced to dump prod- 
ucts on the market at a low price—in 
fact, at any price they will bring. 
Alarmed at the possibilities of a trans- 
portation tieup, fruit growers are rush- 
ing products to market as fast as they 
can get cars, to load them in. Out in 
the potato growing sections of the 
west, in Idaho, for instan@, truck 
growers say that from 20 to 30 cents 
a hundred is the highest local price 
they can get for U. 8S. No. 1 potatoes. 
The first of the week ye potatoes 
were wholesaling at $1.25 a hundred in 
Chicago. 

W. S. Shearer, an Idaho truck gar- 
dener, says this year has emphasized 
the importance of the development of 


‘more intensive and diversified farming, 


where every farmer can grow his own 
food. In Idaho an attempt is being 
made to. develop small farms where 
men can grow their own chickens, kegp 
a cow or two, and raise vegetables and 
fruit so they will not be compelled to 
sell their crops to buy food. 


Seed Corn Meetings. 


Tomorrow is the opening date of a 
series of seed corn meetings to be held 
in various parts of Illinois during the 
week. Southern Illinois farmers will 
meet tomorrow and farmers around 
Springfield will hold their meeting 
Tuesday. Other meetings will be held 
at Galesburg, Sept. 13; Morris, Sept. 14; 

A study of field 
demonstrations and the corn disease 
work that ig being carried on in the 
different sections of the state will be 
made at these meetings.

Since the major part of in- 
comes on small and large farms comes 
from the barnyard flock and a few 
milk cows, dairymen and poultry 
fanciers consider it fitting to hold their 
national rallies together. Merits of 
well bred poultry and dairy cattle will 
be featured at the dual exposition, 
which is under the management of the 
National Dairy association. 

3,000 Birds on Display. 


Separate classes are arranged for all 
the principal breeds of poultry.

Lessons in Diplomacy. 

All photographers will testify that 
their subjects have a side better than 
the other; no successful one ever 
guilty of saying the other side is not 
good, too. Which reminds me of the 
lesson in-diplomacy given by a sales- 
manship expert. He illustrated his 
point with the story of the unsuccess- 
ful young salesman who said to his 
fair patron, “‘ Your right foot is larger 
than your left,” whereas the wise 
young clerk remarked, “ Madam, your 
left foot is smaller than your right.” 

Which brings about the observation 
that with many of us it is not only one 
side of the face which differs from 
the other. The difference is marked 
throughout the whole side of the body 
—one eye being stronger; one hand and 
foot requiring the more comfortable 
fitting shoe and glove. 


Favor Right Side of Mouth. 


With rare exceptions we are a right 
handed race, from which dentists draw 
the deduction, not without statistical 
basis, that we favor the right side of 
the mouth and give it more exercise 
in the chewing of food, which induces 
peridental development and keeps the 
teeth in healthier condition than on 
the left, resulting in a better contour 
of cheek and chin on the dexter side. 

Their statistics provethe left side is 
weaker, more subject to ulcerations, 
decays, and inflammations than the 
right side of the mouth; that the left 
side possesses the greater number of 
crowns, bridges, and partial plates and 
the greater number of fillings. 

You may gather some little statistics 
of your own and see if this has not 
the sound of reason. I think it has. 
And I would suggest that the worrying 
about the sides of the face being un- 
even be confined to the condition of 
the teeth. 


Dental Surgery Remarkable. 

What missing teeth or artificial den- 
tures worn too long without readjust- 
ment will do toward changing a fairly 
robust cheek into a shrunken, ema- 
ciated one is seen only too often. Deep 
furrows and wrinkles advertise the 
shrinking process going on beneath, 
even in younger folk.

markabl@ strides in the last few years 
that faces may be practically remod- 
elled by its aid. Even drooping mouth 
corners are corrected. It has become 
an art as well as a science.

But not every one knows artificial den- 
tures necessitate occasignal observa- 
tion and possible ment to re- 
store the balance of the es 

Think of the trouble and expense, to 
say nothing of the facial. beauty, that 
might be saved if we learned to chew 
food correctly with the first teeth and 
had the practice instilled as to give 
éxercise to every tooth every day of 
our lives. 

Hard Foods Give Exercise. 


Nature forms the teeth with curves, 
planes, and crests, and locates them in 
such -position that the passage of food 
over the various surfaces, together 
with the movement of the tongue, lips, 
and cheeks, ‘produces a natural con- 
dition of cleanliness. This condition 
is modified in proportion to abuses, 
habits, faults from youth, and influ- 
ence of modern diet. 

In olden times and among savage 
peoples of the present day the same 
holds true—the grinding and crunch- 
ing of the coarser grains and hard 
breadstuffs cleaned the 
true form of the jaws was preserved 
through proper usé. The * 
hard foods is the frue exercise,

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Yes and No. 

The written volumes answering this 
question may be concentrated into 
three words: yes and no. The game 
question may be asked about business, 
war, government, life itself, with the 
same answer. The question simply 
mires us in relativity; it depends on 
what is called failure. 

Most marriages contain elements of 
both failure and success. An appar- 
ently successful may be 
marred by a vital defect; a single re- 
deeming feature may make an excep- 
tional success of an apparent failure. 
It is largely a question of viewpoint: a 
marriage for material considerations 
only may be regarded as successful if 
the object desired is attained; witness 
the fair proportion of apparently suc- 
cessful marriages in France, where in- 
terested third parties make the selec- 
tion; sentiment is secondary. Our 
tharriages, based more on sentiment, 
are more Mkely to unite well mated 
souls, but are often failures because 
vital material considerations are over- 
looked. 

Again, a marriage may be unsuccess- 
ful for a period, then the whole com- 
plexion of affairs changes and the 
uriion becomes successful. This may 
come through acquisition—or loss—of 
fortune, death, or removal of interfer- 
ing third parties, change of conduct of 
husband or wife, etc. 

The vital question for the individual 
to ask is with reference to his own 
case: Will a certain union prove suc- 
cessful, and in what way? If a girl 
marries for a good home, and gets it, 
will she waive other considerations, or 
will. she, after acquiring the man and 
the home, begin complaining of spirit- 
ual or social wants ungratified? Will 
@ young man, after marrying a girl for 
her Joodks, be willing to forego such 
qualities as en frugality, intel- 
lect? 

Usually when a girl places her case 
before her mother the latter, in con- 
scientious affection, reviews the matter 
as she gees it; then, because unable to 
foresee the future, advises the daughter 
to let her own heart decide; the issue 
is dodged from sheer helplessness. The 
parent who takes a positive stand for 
or against a certain union often lives 
to regret it. 

The marriage question is as certain 
of progress toward solution as are those 
of labor and capital, prohibition, pov- 
erty, and wealth. The American and

farther from solution than other ques- 
tions is its individual nature, present- 
ing many problems, 

These problems may be roughly 4i- 
vided into the social and the individ- 
ual. The social problems are referred 
to the lawmakers, who view the matter 
with relation to the state and its inter- 
ests. The jungle principle of capture 
and possession finds expression in most 
of our marriage laws. Here is a field 
for organized propaganda, in which 
the feminists may be trusted to keep 
things moving. It is as ridiculous for 
a woman with small children to be 


given a divorce and then turned out 
to fight an unequal battle in a heed- 
less world as for the state to negiect 
the aged and other innocent helpless. 
It is ridiculous for the state to permit 
many of the marriages now being con- 
summated. The question, “Is mar- 
riage a failure?” need not be so large 
a question; the state has remedies avail- 
able but makes little use of them. While 
the principle of making divorce easier 
is correct, it need not increase the num- 
ber of divorces if the state will make 
a more serious contract. 

The individual problems of marriage 
are more difficult to reach. So long as 
we have so many economic inequities 
material questions will appall. lovers. 
Only @ more sane adjustment of the 
questions of wealth and poverty will 
give human souls freedom of choice in 
marriage. Economic questions are 
more interlocked with the marriage 
question than is generally realized. 

It would seem that churchmen, law- 


‘makers, scientists, and sociologists 


could find answers to the questions be- 
fore us, but each of these classes looks 
on the subject narrowly, and éach in- 
dulges in special pleading. Churchmen 
teach that harmony in religious belief 
will reduce the number of marital fail- 
ures; scientists usually talk over peo- 
ple’s heads; lawmakers take little heed 
of the matter beyond its interest to the 
state; lastly, we have the sociologists, 
some of whom are too ultra-scientific to 
reach the masses, many of them, par- 
ticularly the feminists, special plead- 
ers. 

An amusing and more or less capable 
class of social reconstrucitionists is the 
phrenological group, offering, for a fee, 
to determine finally for any inquiring 
couple whether or not they should 
mate. 

‘Since the world does not seem ready 
for a radical change in the institution 
itself, the whole matter is left to the 
court of last resort, the interested par- 
ties. No one will question the value 
of careful study of the subject in every 
phase; indeed, the commonest criticism 
of marriage as it is. is that the contract 
is made with too little reflection. The 
institution is as good as the imperfect 
wisdom of humanity has been able to 
devise, and its rapid improvement will 
come wth the approacheto universal 
education. E. A. D.

How to Use 
the Patterns 


ATTERNS for house dresses are 
p always in demand, and No. 1395 

should be a popular one. Some 

of the lines are rather unusual 
and add greatly to its attractiveness. 
The back is cut—as many of them are— 
in one piece from neck to hem, sloping 
out properly toward the lower edge. 
The front is cut on a fokl of material, 
gnd as you can easily see from the pic- 
ture it extends up above the waist line 


in the middle, forming a bib effect. 

_ Then there are side front - pieces, 
which extend down below the waist 
line, forming pockets. The side fronts, 
of course, are stitched under the main 
front section, and perforations on the 
pattern will show where opening of 
each pocket comes. The top of each 
pocket should be bound or faced be- 
fore putting the dress together. 

One of the light weight woolens 
would be ideal for this design to wear 
through the cold weather, and braid, 
satin or taffeta used for pipings or 
binding would look well. Or wash ma- 
terial would make up charmingly and 
not need much in the way of trimming. 
Use a contrasting color for the collar 
and cuffs, if you choose.

Pattern No. 1481 is one of those popu- 
lar jumper dresses—yet a little differ- 
ent in the way the waist opens, mak- 
ing for added attractiveness. It seems 
like an ideal design for schoo! or col- 
lege, and there are some delightful 
light weight woolens that will be just 
the thing for it. 

Of course, there is a separate guimpe 
which adds much to the usefulness of 
such a dress. 

Waist and skirt are cut separately 
and joined at the waist line. The waist 
has a deep open front that will be be- 
coming to any girl, and will give one 
a chance to have several guimpes with 
prettily trimmed fronts. 

Brown would be a good color for the 
dress, with the armholes and neck 
opening bound with a beige shade, and 
the pockets finished with a facing 
across the top. Or blue serge trimmed 
with deep red would be most attractive. 

The skirt is straight and cut in one 
piece and gathered to the lower edge 
of the waist.

where the top edge of each side of each 
pocket comes—so that when they are 
stitched to the skirt the stitching will 
also go through the tapes or pieces of 
lining.

Sew three or four striking looking 
buttons down the left side of the front 
of the waist to define the opening—not 
large ones, but- something out of the 
ordinary in shape and coloring.

Some Good Musical Humor. 

Some editorial remarks in the Mu- 
sical Courier last week had to do with 
Saint-Saéns’ zodlogical pieces, “The 
Animals’ Carnival,” giving the history 
and makeup of the set. At the end the 
writer said: ““ Who will be the first to 
introduce this entertaining novelty 
here? Mr. Damrosch is always on the 
lookout for French novelties. Mr. 
Monteux, too, is not bad at conducting 
that sort of thing.” 

With ‘all deference to New York, 
Boston, and the Courier’s prognostica- 
tions, Chicago beat them to it. Mr. 
Eckstein and Mr. Hasselmans arranged 
for the first American performance of 
the set last Monday night at the final 
Ravinia artists’ concert. The only ob- 
jection to this performance was that it 
had not come earlier in the season, for 


it is as good a bit of melodic fun-: 


making as has turned up since John 
Alden Carpenter wrote “ Krazy Kat "— 
the chronolgy refers to order of per- 
formance, not composition. 

Simple enough in construction these 
pieces are, but who wants a joke to be 
complex? It is written for strings 
with two pianos, one flute golo, occa- 
sional notes for a olarinet, and some 
bits in the percussion, the last chiefly 
wooden and metal xylophones. The 
point is that it has humor, the “ Royal 
March of the Lion,” the “Hens and 
Roosters,” the “ Long Eared Animals,” 
braying mellifluously, the “ Pianists,” 
who are included among the other ani- 
mals, and indulge in a wonderful bur- 
lesque of primary scales and five finger 
exercises. And the joke becomes a 
little bitter when Saint-Saéns follows 
“Pianists ”’ with “ Fossils.” 

Perhaps it was an understandable 
desire for a quiet life with no counter- 
attacks that caused Saint-Saéns to 
keep the set in manuscript and permit 
nothing except the pretty “Swan” to 
become public, for he wag not in the 
least averse to burlesquing other peo- 


ple’s tunes. There is, for example, the 
galop from “ Orpheus in Hades,” slow- | 


ly, solemnly, pontifically intoned by the 
string basses, with sweeping chords on 
the pianos for accompaniment. A waltz 
tune gets similar irreverent treatment, 
and there are even suggestions of his 
own “Danse Macabre” in the “ Fos 
sils.”’ 

It is a joyous affair, intended for 
those who can take their music with 
light spirits. Mr. 
youngsters would have a wonderful 
time with it in the children’s concerts. 
In any event, Mr. Eckstein and Mr. 


Hasselmans are entitled to a score on 
the credit side for having introduced it.

True, they sing and seem carefree, 
put their exuberance somehow does 
not ring spontaneously.

Willa Cather’s “ One of Ours.” 


O speak frankly, this review of 
“One of Ours” is going to be 
the hardest thing I’ve ever done. 
There are too many psycholog- 
ical subtleties entangled in the writ- 
ing of it, too many unconscious 
spiritual reactions pulling my judg- 
ment this wij; and that. If you 
have never read Willa Cather’s “ My 
Antonia” you have missed one of 
the few really great books which 
have been written in America during 


the last few wears. It is the story of 
a Bohemian girl in a,Nebraska town, 
and that is all. There is no melo- 
drama, no drama, even, scarcely. 
Nothing happens in the physical sense. 
In the psychic sense you see a soul 
taking on the wide placidness of the 
prairies. It is a book so full of fine 
ness and beauty as to give one that 
intangible feeling of spiritual uplift- 
ing which automatically comes with 
one’s contact with art, real art. 

With not quite that subtle power, 
but with a reality far above even the 
good novels of their time are “The 
Song of the Lark” and “O, Pioneers!” 
sturdy, fine, delicate things. Even 
“ Alexander's Bridge,” the first novel 
Miss Cather ever wrote, is not an un- 
important contribution to literature. 
It is not a great book, but it presaged 
her greatness. The short stories in 
“Youth and Bright Medusa” are fin- 
ished, beautiful things. 

“One of Ours” is the story of Claude 
Wheeler, a Neb farm boy, with 
something of the quality for unob- 
servant outsiders that unconsciously 
asserted itself in the pronounciation of 
his name, “Clod,” but with a sort of 
teeming eagerness for—what? A pas- 
sion for expression, for fulfillment, a 
longing for justification of itself that 
even clods must feel as the spikes of 
yellow green grass pierce their way 
through them into the sunshine, into 
life. A clod, crusted with harsh inherit- 
ances, harsh environment, but in the 
secret places of its heart alive with 
potential swordblades to cleave that 
crust, to become the luxuriant carpet 
of the world. 

For half of the book Claude is that 
teeing clod. The first half of “One 
of Ours” is as sturdy, as unadorned 
as Knut Hamsun’s “The Growth of 
the Soil,” and it is a more delicate 
thing, subtler, though done in the same 
completely realistic manner. 

Willa Cather has pruned her style 
of adjectives,. of frumpery figures. 
Sit shines, a clean, perfect thing, a 
naked oak in the stark clearness of a 
bitter January day, powerful, vibrant

with life, but with its lines unbroken 
by foliage, its strength obvious. The 
first half of “ One of Ours” is as great 
as “My Antonia,” and sometimes it 
seems more powerful. Claude’s yearn- 
ing to finish his school, to go to the 
state university instead of the third 
rate sectarian college to which his 
mother’s religious fanaticism has des- 
tined him, his tentative gropings for 
friendship, and the tragedy of his mar- 
riage are unforgettable because they 
are treated without one scrap of senti- 
ment by the author. They are facts— 
emotional facts, but none the less facts, 
and Miss Cather treats them with a 
scientific honesty. 
~o- 

But somehow, suddenly, she loses 
her impartiality, her scientific disasso- 
ciation from him in the last half of the 
book. Claude goes to the war and in 
it he finds himself no longer a clod, 
but alive, vivid, eager, the crust gone. 
That is where the question of judging 
it becomes so horribly difficult. It 
seems to me that Miss Cather suddenly 
becomes a champion for Claude where 


. before she had been a mere observer. 


W. H. HUDSON, 


A report was received the other day 
of the death of W. H. Hudson on Aug. 
18 in England. A young girl in Chi- 
cago was told that news at dinner. 
Not ueually given to emotional out- 
breaks, she began to weep. Her fam- 
tly protested. 

“ But, father, you don’t know how 
much I loved him. I loved him almost 
as much as I do real people.” 

There are many who will weep—in 
their hearts, if not before the eyes of 
man—at the loss of W. H. Hudson, 
There are many who have more inti- 
mately lived with nature through the 
pages of his books than through the 
pages of any one writing today. 
Though he has been remote in his 
quiet English countryside, he has 
seemed “real people” to countless 
readers who never knew the song of 
the bird so sweet until they heard tt 
with him. He hated “pets” in the 
sense of taking Uberty away from ani- 
mals and making them the playthings 
of man, but he loved animals as few 
moderns do. Birds were his friends, 
He even had a kindly word for the 
lowly rat. 

Maybe you know his dird booke— 
“ Birds of the La Piatta”™ and “ Birds 
end Man.” “ Afoot in England” you 
may have missed years ago when it 
first came out and again this year 
when it was reprinted. Others you 
may know y by name. But you 
haven’t— you mustn’t have — missed 
“A Little Boy Lost” and “ Far Away 
end Long Ago” and that lovely tale, 
“Green Mansions.” 


And it seems to me that while the first 
half was as real as the prairies where 
it was rooted, the last half is at times 
unreal Whenever Claude is not actu- 
ally fighting, the simple power is there. 
When she is writing about the psycho- 
logical reaction of Claude it hasn't 
gone. But during the sickening days 
on the transport, during the actual 
army life and the fighting, one feels a 
sense of unreality. 

It is undoubtedly true that the war 
loosed life for countless Claudes; it is 
certainly true that that freeing is a 
legitimate theme for a great American 
novel, that it is the theme of this 
novel, but—I wonder if it can be that 
the reader subconsciously knows that 
no woman, no matter how intimate her 
association with the war, can really 
know the intimacies of actual warfare? 
I wonder if it isn’t because Miss Cather 
—a woman—writes the actual factual 
tale of Claude’s participation in the 
war instead of its reaction spiritually 
on him that we unintentionally feel 
that it is unreal? She makes a few 
minor mistakes which no one but a 
soldier would recognize—but which all 
of the bright young ex-crusaders now 
reviewing for a living will undoubtedly 
hop on. But the psychology of the 
book is perfect. The war lifted Claude 
Wheeler from the clodship of a farm 
in Nebraska, which was not the career 
of his dreams, andea lifé completely 
ruined by a marriage which was not 
the marriage of his dreams. That ad- 
venture, that releasing is done with the 
utmost skill. 

The last two or three pages of the 
book are as fine and noble writing as 
has ever been done. They are rooted 
deep in the sturdy soil of the first half 
of the book. As I admit, it may be 
mere subconscious prejudice that re- 
volts against the part of the book that 
deals with the war. I honestly don't 
know. I just know that somehow the 
book, which started out like the great- 
est novel of the year, became for a 
while unreal before it ended ag it be- 
gan.

Crime! 

“Crime, Its Cause and Treatment,” 
by Clarence Darrow, is a book which 
to many will be iconoclastic, which will 
probably make most of the lawyers 
angry, which will give his enemies 
more reason for calling him a radica) 
and which is a simple, and not alto 
gether revolutionary statement of the 
theory that human kindness is neces- 
gary to any constructive fulfillment of 
justice. 

His major premise is that crime ifs 
not a moral lapse, but behavior, the 
result of causes as definite as the 
causes of any human behavior, and 
that it should not be punished as in- 
tentional wrong, but treated as dis-

novel, through and through, which has 
in New York life, and made us live 
old order and the first toddling, 
eager ventures of the new.”"—Owe 
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ease. He develops it in the statement 
that every person is a human machine, 
the result of heredity and equipped by 
his forebears. The adjustment of any 
machine to a given environment consti- 
tutes the social life of that person. 
If the machine ig unable to adjust it- 
self to the environment in which it 
finds itself, it usually becomes a crim- 
inal. Therefore, criminals are the jn- 
evitable result of maladjustment of 
man to his environment, and they 
should be treated as such and not as 
willful violators of the rights of man- 
kind. Punishment administered as ven- 
geance, as horrible warnings, if fun- 
damentally destructive. 

Constructive punishment would iso- 
late the “criminal” from association 
with his fellow men until his mental 
and spiritual machine had been ad- 
justed to the environment which would 
be his and he should not be thrown 
back upon the world—after the pas- 
sage of ten days, or three months, or 
ten years, which are in themselves 
false and abstract times unsuited to 
the individual prisoner—until an en- 
vironment has been provided for him 
in which he will be able to live. The 
whole system of the judging of crime 
and its punishment is wrong, according 
to Mr. Darrow. 

“Every person who understands 
penal institutions knows that a thou- 
sand are injured or utterly destroyed 
by service in prison where one is 
helped.” 

“Instead of punishment preventing 
crime, punishments suggest crime.” 
{[Mr. Darrow states his own proposi- 
tion so much better than I can, that 
I shall let him speak for himself.) 

“The crimes of children are really 
the crimes of the state and society 
which by neglect and active participa- 
tion have made him what he is.” 

“The criminal is the result of all 
that went before him and all that 
surrounds him.” 

“Most of the criminal cases would 
be prevented if the state would under- 
take to improve the general social and 
economic conditions of those who get 
the feast.” 

“ Organized government that spends 
its millions on prosecutions, reforma- 
tories, jails, penitentiaries, and the like, 
has scarcely raised its hand or spent 
a dollar to remove the cause of a 
disease that brings misery and despair 
to millions and threatens the destruc- 
tion of all social organization [the dis- 
ease is crime).” 

“If defendants were not regarded as 
moral delinquents, if it was only a 
scientific investigation as to where 
to place him if he is antisocial, if pub- 
lic opinion supported this view, then 


are too timid, but that the parole sys- 
tem ghould be maintained with the 
hope of imrrovement and the chance 
of gradually educating the public until 
sentences can be naturally shortened, 
and the care and control of prisoners 
be placed on a scientific and humane 
basis. 

“Godes of law should be shortened 
and rendered simpler .. . All pris- 
ons should be in the hands of experts, 
physicians, criminologists, biologists, 
and aboveall,thehumane. . . Sen- 
tences should be indeterminate .. . 
Well equipped prisons where each man 
is under competent observation as if 
he were ill in a hospital.. Until that 
time comes, the maximum penalty 


should be fixed by the jury, the parole | 


board retaining the power to reduce 
the punishment or parole, All indig- 
nities should be taken away from pris- 
on fe. Instead, the prisoner should 
be taught that his act was the neces- 
sary result of cause and effect and 
that, given his heredity and environ- 
ment, he could have done no other 
way. He should, by teaching and ex- 
perience, be shown where he made his 
mistakes, and he should be given an 
environment where he can live con- 
sistently with the good of those around 
him.” 

“Crime” igs not technical in any 
sense. It is a book for you and te 
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The Perfect Perate.

the background of his new tale, a yarn 
to my simple taste much more highly 
seasoned and alluring than “ Scara- 
mouche.” Such a luxury of romantic 
adventure is there in it as to be al- 
most a satire on the tales of the days 
when wits were even more than kind 
hearts, which were—as we all know— 
once more than coronets. 

It concerns the adventures of one 
Peter Blood, sometime soldier and 
physician, “the son of an Irish medi- 
cus by a Somersetshire lady in whose 
veins ran the rover blood of the Fro- 
oishers,” who, answering his calling 
in behalf of a rebel lord in the upris- 
ing of the Duke of Monmouth against 
King James, was himself thrown into 
prison, tried for a rebel sympathy 
which he did not feel, condemned, and 
sent with a boatload of prisoners to 
Jamaica, where he was sold as a slave 
for ten pounds. With a pretty prac- 
tice of his profession he soon became 
@& personage on the island, a favorite 
of the governor and of his lady. With 
the connivance of the two regular doc- 
tors on the island, he was about to’ 
escape with his two devoted friends 
when—ah, that when! It would be 
how you say, un-right, to tell more.
